“When I first arrived at Tobetsu 
with Dom Thomas at 6:30 in the 
evening all was dark. The brothers 
met us with flashlights and a 
sleigh. This was the first horse- 
drawn sleigh ride for me, and off 
we went, jingle-bells and all. 
“The last two weeks the cold 
has really started te penetrate and 
outside it hovers between 40 and 
20 degrees fahrenheit. The heat- 
ing system here is not an elabor- 
ate one at all, it is very simple— 
there is no heat except. in the 
chapel and scriptorium, that means 
not in the cloisters, chapter, or 
refectory. In the chapel they burn 
wood. They do not do too bad a job. 
We never suffer from too much 
heat, and only occasionally does 
the end of nose get very cold. 
“But this paradise compared 
with the Trappistine cha (at 
Hokodate) where there posi- 
tively no heat at all. My fingers al- 
most froze during Mass. Although 
they have a furnace and four or 
five gratings aced along the 
middle of the floor, they do not 
use the furnace because it costs too 
much money to heat—all the more 
so since they’ve made the new 
foundation in Kysuhu. The chapel 
at Tenshi-In (at Hokodate) is very 
nice, the ceiling being painted a 
lovely sky blue which I like. 
“The town of Tobetsu is on the 
west side of the Bay of Hokodate, 
and the town of Hokodate is on 
the east side. To go those ten 
miles from one to the other you 
have a 45 minute ride in very old 
cars with potbelly stoves—you 
pass throu three or four tun- 
nels and a few fishing villages. 
“The parish boundaries are very 
extensive, but there are not more 
than 200 Catholics in our nearby 
parish of St. Rita. These families 
are very fervent and their fervor 
at Mass is really angelic. They 
average ten children and are as 
poor as can be. Clothes of any de- 
scription are most welcome here. 
“St. Rita’s Church is of unusual

‘THE Children of the Prairie are now all back in school 

at St. Joseph’s in Chamberlain, South Dakota. A few 
weeks ago the mission bus (called the Golden Goose) 
gathered the boys and girls from the various reservations. 
The first stop was the Cheyenne River Reservation, a 450 
mile journey, then Turtle Mountain Reservation. The 
Sisters brought along 
thermos jugs, sandwiches, 
huge milk cans of water, 
bubble gum, rosaries 
enough for the children, 
and first aid kits. The 
trip out to the prairie was 
uneventful, but once the 
bus arrived at the reserva- 
tions, things began to 
| happen. The missionary 
checked the lists carefully, and somehow he always finds 
an additional two or three children that “must find a 
place in St. Joseph’s.” Perhaps tuberculosis has removed 
a parent or guardian from the prairie home to the sani- 
tarium, or perhaps newcomers on the reservation feel 
unable to battle both winter and poverty.

watch a mystery on television. Or 
they say that they are going to 
see a mystery in the movies. Or, 
when someone is rdébbed and no 
one knows who did it, they say 
that this is a mystery. These are 
the mysteries that everyone knows 
about. 


But holy mysteries are different. 
When we talk about the rosary 
and use the word mystery we mean 
something that happened in the 
life of Our Lord, or in the life of 
Our Blessed Mother. 


Let's take an example. The first 
Joyful Mystery is the Annuncia- 
tion. It means the time when God 
sent the angel to Mary to ask her 
to be the Mother of Jesus. It is 
a real mystery, because we do not 
understand everything about it. 
But that is not the important part. 
The important part is that the 
angel did ask Mary to be the 
Mother of Jesus. And she did say, 
“Vos” 

The next Joyful Mystery is the 
Visitation. And, when we think of 
this mystery, we think of the time 
that Mary went on the long trip 
to visit her cousin Elizabeth. We 
think of how kind it was of Mary 
to do this. We think of how holy 
Elizabeth was. And we think of 
how God let Elizabeth know that 
her cousin would be the Mother 
of Jesus. 

Now one thing we must under- 
stand is this — we can think of 
these mysteries while we are say- 
ing the Hail Mary's of the rosary. 
There is a mystery for each group 
of ten Hail Mary's, so we never 
have to run out of ideas. In fact, 
we can think of different myster- 
ies on different days, because we 
have three kinds of mysteries, 
happy ones (called Joyful), sad 
ones (called Sorrowful), and very 
happy ones (called Glorious). We 
can think of the Joyful one day, 
the Sorrowful the. next, and the 
Glorious the next. 

And now, just in case you don’t 
know what they are, I had better 
tell you about the rest of the Joy- 
ful Mysteries. During the Third 
Joyful Mystery we should think of 
the birth of Jesus in the cave at 
Bethlehem. During the Fourth we 
think of how Mary and Joseph 
took Jesus to the Temple when 
He was a baby to offer Him to 
God. During the Fifth, we think 
of the time when Jesus was 12 
years old and stayed in the Temple 
of Jerusalem even after Mary and 
Joseph had left for home. 

Thinking of the mysteries is the 
very best way of saying the rosary. 
So, if you have never done it be- 


fore, why not start doing it now?

She expects two such mir- 
acles before she will pronounee 
the candidate for canonization 
“Blessed” Between Beatification 
and Canonization the Church ex- 
acts at least two more clearly 
proved miracles, and testified to by 
experts before she will cdanonize 
the person. But the proved emi- 
nent sanctity of the one considered 
for canonization is more important

Pope Asks Nations To Avoid Warfare 


he had discussed the subject of 
ABC warfare. This was a speech 
in October, 1953, to delegates to 
the 16th session of the Inter- 
national Office of Documentation 
for Military Medicine in which he 
declared: “It does not suffice... 
to have to-defend oneself against 
any injustice whatever in order to 
use violent war. If the damages 
resulting from the latter are not 
comparable to those of the ‘in- 
justice tolerated,’ one may have 
the obligation to ‘submit to the 
injustice.’ ” 

Going on to discuss medical 
experimentation, Pope Pius told 
the doctors they are not free, in 
the eyes of the Church, to experi- 
ment on living human beings or to 
remove parts of dead bodies, un- 
less such action appears clearly 
justified after careful considera- 
tion of each individual case. 

The Pope said the Church 
allowed greater latitude in cases 
of desperate or hopeless illness, 
where some extreme means or 
operation may have a chance of

The Pontiff himself suggested 
three basic ideas which, he said, 
should underlie a code of medical 
morality. These were— 


(1) Medical morality must base 
itself on Being and Nature, since 
j}all moral norms, including those 
of medicine, “proceed necessarily 
ifrom corresponding ontological 
principles. From this derives the 
| maxim, “Be that which you are.” 
(2) Medical morality must con- 
form to reason and purpose, and 
be oriented according to a scale 
of values. Medical morality lives, 
not in things, but in men, persons, 
doctors, their decisions, person- 
alities, concepts and the realiza- 
tion of values. The doctor must ask 
himself: What does this action in- 
volve? What is its justification? 
What is the value in itself in per- 
sonal relations, in society, etc.? 


(3) Medical morality must be 
rooted in the transcendental. Man 
may dispose of or suppress what 
has been established by man, but 
not so with nature. “Moral duty 
does not depend upon the pleasure 
of man.” 


“THE DOCTOR,” the Pope con- 
cluded, “has a need, within the 
realm of society, of a vast juridi- 
cal support, and also of a particular 
assurance for his person and his 


medical activity. On the other 
hand, society wants a guarantee 
regarding the capacity and com- 
petence of those who offer them- 
selves and act in the garb of 
doctors. All this serves to demon- 
strate the necessity of a national, 
and, if possible, of an international 
medical law.”
